The 
Smurfs, apparently, are out. and 
Wonderworaan and Mara the Bee - 
popular on TV - are in. 

The main cities and smaller locali- 
ties Mil all have central Purim car- 
nivals today. Jerusalem, which 
usually celebrates on the street on 
Shushan Purim, Adar 15. will move 
up its Purshalayim event to today . so 
as not to lead to the desecration of 
tiie Sabbath.

IDF kills 2 terrorists

In Jezzxne, hundreds of young 
CSmstians were reported to be ago- 
ing up for the Lebanese Forces rmh^ 
tia, arnid fears- of a massacre, of 
Christians after the second IDF 
withchaw^. Tbe militia has cannon 
and light arms, and is financed from 


East Beirut. " 

-Meanwhile, 17 more SLA sol- 
diers, 13 of them Christians, finished 
their training course yesterday. 
Although many SLA members have 
left the ranks recently, recruitment 
goes on, especially among Christians 
in the area adjacent to the Israeli 
border. 

Thirty U.S. soldiers serving with 
Unifi] left for Israel yesterday after 
threats against them by Shi'ite ex- 
tremists. If the situation allows, 
these Americans will re rum to their 
duties in South Lebanon. Mean- 
while, they are to operate out of 
Nahariya. 

UN spokesman Timor Goksel said

Mubarak confident of 
non-PLO team accord 


Jerusalem 
upbeat after 
summit and 
Shultz note

The results of the Mubarak- 
Hussein summit and a warm letter 
from Secretary of State George 
Shultz have left official Jerusalem 
fairly encouraged on the eve of 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak's trip to the U.S. 

The feeling is that Jordan's King 
Hussein did the best he could in his 
statements after the summit, given 
the positions of the PLO and hostil- 
ity from other .Arab states. "It does 
not dose the door towards possible 
peace negotiations in foe future." 
official drcles in Jerusalem said last 
night. 

~At the same rime. Shultz's letter to 
Prime Minister Peres gave Israel the 
assurances it sought from the U.S. 
Shultz renewed foe U.S. commit- 
ment to oppose any insinuation of 
the PLO into the peace process be- 
fore it recognizes Israel and accepts 
UN Security Council Resolution 

24’ 1 

In his letter to Peres. Shuitz ex- 
presses warm 3ppredation for the 
importance now attached to renewal 
of the peace process by Israel. 


While in Washington. Mubarak is 
expected to try to promote his idea 
for prior negotiations between the 
U.S. and a joint Palestinian- 
Jordanian delegation. According to 
official circles. Israel remains 
opposed to this idea and has “reason 
to believe" that foe U.S. shares this 
view. 


Shultz appeared encouraged at 
foe stress laid by Mubarak on direct 
negotiations between Israel and a 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion. This, arid the "concurrence 
(between Peres and Mubarak) that 
non-PLO Palestinians should be in- 
cluded in foe Jordanian delegation" 
might help prepare foe ground for 
wbat Shultz predicts will be a long 
process of negotiations. 


Shultz's letter gives Jerusalem a 
degree of assuranceof U.S. coopera- 
tion, which Peres apparently sought 
in a letter he sent to Shultz last 
weekend. 


CAIRO. - President Hosni 
Mubarak said last night he was 
confident that his summit meet- 
ing with King Hussein was suc- 
cessful and expressed his belief 
that he could reach agreement 
with Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres on the question of parti- 
cipation of moderate Palesti- 
nians in a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. 

Speaking with The Jerusalem Post 
in an interview at Cairo Airport on 
his return from Ghardaka. Mubarak 
stressed that he would do his best to 
encourage Israeli public opinion that 
Egypt is firmly committed ro foe 
peace process. 

His message to foe people in Israel 
wus. as he put it. that "we are 
working for peace only and we are 
trying to also mobilize the others to 
the peace process." 

The Egyptian president said at the 
same time that he expected Israel to 
be flexible and logical, because “we 
all have to mobilize ourselves for 
reaching our common goal which is 
peace. Isn't this goal our common 
denominator?" he asked. 

Mubarak termed foe present stage 
of foe attempts to Tevive foe peace 
process a “dialogue, not yet negotia- 
tions.'” Fust a dialogue with the 
Americans will be opened. It will be 
a dialogue, not negotiations, he 
stressed! At the same time we will 
“create contacts with our brothers in 


Israel, in order to involve her in the 
dialogue with the aim of furthering 
foe peace process." 

Mubarak said he thought the sum- 
mit meeting with Hussein "made 
very great progress , so far as we did 
not" make any change in the agree- 
ment between foe Jordanians and 
foe Palestinians. " Buz. he stressed, 
“you know’ foe agreement is be- 
tween the state of Jordan and the 
PLO. So we can't ignore that. Let us 
live in reality and be practical. Ev- 
erything has its own solution." 

Asked how he would resolve the 
problem of having "moderate 
Palestinians" take part in a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation, 
Mubarak said: "Let this point be 
discussed with Prime Minister Peres. 
I have no problem. I am sure that we 
can reach a point on this issue." 

Mubarak concluded the interview 
by repeating his pledge to do his best 
to convince Israel public opinion of 
Egypt’s good will, and stressed: “We 
all hope to live in peace, we're 
committed to peace and we will try 
our best to achieve it." 

The interview took place in his car 
just before be set out for home, 
shortly after he came down from the 
special presidential plane that 
brought him back from foe Red Sea 
resort where he conducted long talks 
with Hussein. We were only a small 
official welcoming party and foe

Jordan, Egypt press 
U.S. to talk with PLO

Egypt's President Hosni 
Mubarak and Jordan's King 
Hussein yesterday placed the fu- 
ture of Middle East peace moves 
firmly in Washington’s court, 
making it plain that the Amer- 
icans will have to negotiate with 
the PLO if any further progress is 
to be made. 

Speaking to reporters after their 
summit meeting at foe Egyptian Red 
Sea resort of Ghurdaka. Mubarak 
categorically denied that he had ever 
proposed that foe PLO appoint non- 
PLO Palestinians to a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian negotiating 
tpnm in a bid to meet Washington's 
and Jerusalem’s refusal to deal 
directly with foe PLO. 

"I never said that foe Palestinian 
delegates should not be PLO mem- 


bers," Mubarak was quoted as 
saying - disputing a key proposal he 
was widely understood to have made 
when he faimrheH his latest initiative 
in a New York Times interview 10 
days ago. 

Mubarak, who is due to leave for 
Washington next week, noted that 
the Arab League recognizes the 
PLO as the “sole legitimate repre- 
sentative of the Palestinians - and 
we cannot deviate from this because 
it is not our right." 

Hussein, bound by foe terms of 
foe agreement he reached with the 
PLO last month, made it equally 
plain that foe PLO would have io be 
directly represented in peace talks: 

"Jordan can never be a substitute 
for the Palestinians and their legiti- 
mate representative," Hussein told 
reporters, noting: "I have not 
altered my position that the PLO is 
the sole, legitimate representative of

Murphy hails ‘new Mideast chapter 7

WASHINGTON. - Assistant 
Secretary of State for Near Eastern 
and South Asian Affairs Richard 
Murphy yesterday described the 
most receni developments in Arab 
diplomatic activity as representing 
“a new chapter in foe area." 

Testifying before the House Fore- 
ign Affairs Subcommittee on 
Europe and foe Middle East. Mur- 
phy said the Arabs have not been 
involved in such active diplomacy in 
foe last two years. 

Murphy, while welcoming foe re- 
cent statement issued by Jordan's 
King Hussein and PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat, insisted that that statement 
alone did not go far enough toward 
meeting U.S. conditions for a more 
active diplomatic involvement in foe 
peace process. 

He also said foe PLO still has not 
accepted UN Security Council Re- 
solution 242 - a basic and long- 
standing U.S. requirement for 
American recognition of foe PLO. 

Murphy was responding to com- 


ments made by Democratic Repre- 
sentative Tom Lantos of California, 
who maintained that foe recent flur- 
ry of Arab activity amounted to 
"rnucb less than meets foe eye.” 


"I don’t agree," Murphy replied, 
citing Hussein's address last Novem- 
ber to foe Palestine National Council 
in Amman and other Arab diploma- 
tic developments that have culmin- 
ated in the joint statement. He refer- 
red specifically to foe current meet- 
ings between Hussein and Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak. 


Murphy said be preferred to see 
all this activity “like Prime Minister 
Peres - as interesting. 

“It would be very unfortunate to 
start from foe assumption that no- 
thing has happened," Murphy said, 
.referring to foe text of foe Hussein- 
Arafat agreement as released in Am- 


man. "We can see movement,” be 
said. 

Murphy, who repeatedly said the 
U.S. was committed to direct Arab- 
Israeli negotiations, belittled the 
real impact of any PLO terrorist 
.activities reported in South Lebanon 
in recent days. He said foe PLO has 
not been in a position to undertake 
any such actions there, citing the 
continued friction with the Lebanese 
Shi’ites. 

“There is no particularly good 
blood between the PLO and the 
Shi’ites,” he said. 

The PLO, including Arafat, have 
been making claims of renewed 
military activity against Israel but 
those are largely rhetoric, according 
to Murphy. Arafat believes there is 
“an audience for that sort of rhetor- 
ic,” he continued. “He has played to 
it."

The MFO was in fact brought into 
being, principally by American di- 
plomacy, when it became dear that 
the Soviet Union would prevent the 
UN from fulfilling the peacekeeping 
role prescribed for it in the Israel- 
Egypt treaty. 

Israel and Egypt agreed that in the 
absence of a UN force, the role 
would be filled by an alternative 
'international force. - As such, the 
MFO has set a precedent in interna- 
tional relations, and, judging by the 


accolades it consistently earns from 
both parties, it has proved to be a 
highly successful precedent. 

Quiet diplomatic contacts be- 
tween Ottawa and Jerusalem, Cairo. 
Washington and Rome (site of the 
MFO headquarters) are understood 
to have been proceeding for some 
time. A well-placed Israeli source 
said last night that Canada had “vir- 
tually agreed" to contribute a con- 
tingent. 

In a pre-visit interview to The 
Toronto Star this week, Shamir said 
he would urge Canada to increase its 
involvement in Middle East 
peacekeeping. But he refused to 
specify what he had in mind.

‘Devaluation should 
be 1% above inflation’

Economics and Planning Minister 
Gad Ya'acobi yesterday said he be- 
lieves the average monthly rate of 
devaluation in coming months 
should be 0.5 to 1 per cent higher 
than the rate of inflation. 

Speaking to a visiting delegation 
of the International Monetary Fund 
here on a fact-finding mission. 
Ya’acobi also said it is impossible to 
implement American economists' 
advice calling for a large devalua- 
tion. Such a step would lead to mass 
unemployment, he said. 

The delegation is to draft the 
fund's annual report on Israel's eco- 
nomy. Ya’acobi told reporters 
yesterday that in December a U.S. 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
delegation told ministers that both 
the administration and the senate 
would give a lot of weight to the 
report’s findings.

On electricity rate hikes 


Energy Ministry say s 
it will ignore Knesset

The Energy, Ministry yesterday 
told the Knesset Finance Committee 
that it would no longer seek the 
committee's approval for increases 
in electricity rates. 

On Tuesday the committee Sailed 
to vote on a ministry request to raise 
prices for domestic consumers by 35 
per cent and for industry by 11 per 
cent. 

In a statement issued last night, 
the ministry spokesman said: "The 
Finance Committee does not have 
the legal authority to approve or 
disapprove charges in electricity 
rates. The custom of requesting 
committee permission for such 
changes is not rooted in law bat in 
parliamentary courtesy. However, 
this custom must be ignored when 
parliamentary decisions cause finan- 
cial harm to the state. 

"Besides." the spokesman added. 


‘‘a new situation was created when 
tbe government became a partner to 
Package Deal II. Under the terms of 
this agreement, the government - 
through the Energy Ministry - may 
adjust the price of electricity in line 
with changes in the shekel’s ex- 
change rale, and without Knesset 
sanction." 

Therefore, the Energy Ministry 
will no longer bother to ask the 
Finance Committee for its approval, 
"since increases in electricity rates 
are not really increases but merely 
shekelized adjustments aimed at 
keeping the rates from falling. " 

Energy Minister Moshe Sbahal 
believes his refusal to force the Israel 
Electric Corporation to stop provid- 
ing free electricity to its employees 
has caused hostility toward the XEC 
in the Finance Committee, influenc- 
ing committee decisions on approv- 
ing rate rises. 


Bar-Lev: Police going all-out 
in hunt for Tel Aviv rapists

Two special police investigation 
teams “are working night and day" 
in an effort to discover the criminals 
involved in the recent spate of rapes 
in the Tel Aviv district. Police Minis- 
ter Haim Bar-Lev told tbe Knesset 
yesterday. 

Replying to five motions for the 
agenda, Bar-Lev said that for ob- 
vious reasons he could not reveal the 
fall operational picture. But "the 
best men and the best means have 
been assigned to this task." 

He said that eight suspects had 
been interrogated, and that one was 
still being held. There were indica- 
- tions that five of the rapes had been 
committed by the same person. 

Bar-Lev said that rapes declined 
by 6.1 per cent in 1984, and by 25 per 


cent in the Tel Aviv district. 

He said he had recently suggsted 
that every person be allowed to cany 
a tear-gas container for self-defence 
without requiring a permit, which is 
now necessarv under the Firearms 
Law, 1949. 

Tbe police see no danger in tbe 
sale of tear-gas containers without a 
licence, Bar-Lev said, and be had 
suggested to Interior Minister Yit- 
zhak Peretz, wbo has jurisdiction 
over this matter, to work together 
with him to amend tbe law. 

The motions were presented by 
Ora Namir (Alignment), Haim 
Drucfcman (Morasha), Anrira Sarta- 
ni (Mapam), Sara Doron (Likud), 
and Matityaihu Peled (Progressive 
List for Peace). 


Court increases jail term for 
Anghelovici-gr ave raiders 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - The District 
Court here yesterday increased from 
three months to one year the jail 
sentences of two men who removed 
the body of Tereza Anghelovici from 
the Rishon Lezion cemetery and 
dumped it in the Moslem cemetery 
in Ramie. 

The two, David Ehrenfeid and 
Meir Agassi, were convicted by .the 
Rehovpt , Magistrate's .Court, last 
November. The presiding judge in 
that trial. Shiomo Yifrah, was in the 
minority on the bench, saying that 
the two should be sent to jail for a 
year. 

Both tbe prosecution and the de- 
fence appealed to the district court, 
the latter contending that tbe sent- 
ence was severe and the Conner that 
it was too fight. 

In a unanimous decision yester- 
day. the three district court judges 
agreed with Yifrab's opinion that the 
crime called for a more severe

Egypt’s man in Eilat praises Peres for bypassing Taba

EILAT. - The decision of Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres not to go to 
the disputed area of Taba during his 
visit to F-ifat this week was described 
as “graceful and thoughtful" by 
Egyptian Consul Hassan Issa. 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
salem Post, Issa said that Peres had 
shown great understanding in not 
e ngaging in what might be inter- 
preted as an act of provocation. The 
Egyptian consul was aware that 
Peres bad been attacked by the 
Likud for not visiting Taba and said 
it was "not healthy" that the issue of 
Taba was being used as a political 
football between Peres and Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir. 

He appealed for the lifting of 


relations between the two countries 
above the level of political intrigue. 
In their demand for Taba, he said, 
the Egyptians had so high economic 
hopes. It was rather a matter of 
principle and honour. He added that 
he failed to see how depriving Eilat 
of Taba could be a blow to tourism 
for tbe town. 

Regarding the dispute between 
the owners of Israeli yachts arid tbe 
Egyptian authorities over visits to 
Coral Island, just south of Eilar, Issa 
said that much of tbe problem was 
due ro tbe fact that although such 
visits had been discussed, they were 
not mentioned in the final agree- 
ment between the two countries. 
Difficulties also occurred because of 
"young Israelis trying to prove they 
are macho.” be said. 

He bad issued documents attest- 


ing that specific yachts were legiti- 
mate tourist carriers, bat the Egyp- 
tian police had been pestered by 
youngsters who crossed tile border 
for "adventure." 

One incident in particular that 
caused hostility was tbe appearance 
of a yach: carrying topless women 
and blaring music, just opposite the 
police force of Taba as they were 
lined up. facing Mecca, for prayers 
on Friday. "We know the Jews take 
their Shabbat very seriously." be 
said. "Why do they show ns tins 
disrespect of cut Shabbat?" 

However. Issa promised that new- 
tourist rasialiatiozzs with a restaurant 
and snack bar would soon be ready 
on the island and yachts permitted to 
anchor there. Israels can be certain 
that tics wiC be done spee d ily, since 


the matter has reached the attention 
of Egyptian President Mubarak, Issa 
said.

Soviets force

Prisoner ot Zion Aecar.cer Khol- 
m van sky has derided to withdraw his 
appeal agoins: his I^-mor.th prison 
semenecTafter a barrage of threats 
from the Soviet authentic* that if he 
appealed he would se: an even lon- 
ger jail term. 

According to sources in Jeru- 
salem. the 34-year-oid computer en- 
gineer and Hebrew teacher, who is 
conducting a hunger strike in protest 
against his sentence, now weighs less 
than 42 kilograms /he is 1.75 metres 
tall). The prison guards in Thulin 
force-fed him by tube five days a 
week, but recently decided to give 
him only water. 

Kho’myansky was arrested last 
summer during a holiday in Estonia 
on suspicion of destroying a 
flowerbed in a nearby village. When 
his home was searched, the KGB 
found a gun that had been planred 
there earlier. Last January, he was 
convicted of “hooliganism" and sent 
to prison. 


Meanwhile. Soviet judges have 
rejected the appeal of Yuli Edel- 
stein, a refusenik who last December 
was convicted of "possession of 
drugs” and sentenced to three years 
in .jvisoij|. ^delstein. who has be- 
come. observant, and is a proponent 
Of Hebrew teaching and Jewish cul- 
ture in foe Soviet Union, was told by 
foe authorities that his trial (whose 
transcript was published nearly in 
full in The Jerusalem Post on Febru- 
ary 8) was conducted properly and 
thev saw no reason for reconsidera- 


tion. 


The judges also refused to include 
tbe month he spent in prison before 
his indictment as part of his period of 
imprisonment. 


Ease the travel-tax burden 
for new olim, says minister

Absorption Minister Ya’acov 
Tsur wjJJ urge the government to 
exempt newcomers from part of the 
travel tax because of the damage it is 
apt to do to aliyu. 

Tsur is to make his proposal to 
the cabinet on Sunday, asking tor 
three years’ exemption only on the 
additional tax instituted recently - 
S50 a person (the total lax is Si50i. 
Olim with free foreign-currency 
accounts are exempt from the 20 per 
cent levy on airline tickets. 

The minister believes that the 
travel tax will discourage Jews from 
settling here, because ihey will have 
a hard time finding the money to visit 
relatives in the Diaspora. 

Various olim associations have 
been demanding much greater con- 
cessions. such as an exemption from 


paying the entire travel tax during 
the first 20 years after their aliva. 
Olim are exempt from restrictions 
on their foreign-currency accounts 
for 20 years. 

Meanwhile, Tsur has sent a letter 
to Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
and Education Minisrer Yitzhak 
Navon calling for full implementa- 
tion of Paragraph 9 of the Demobil- 
ized Soldiers’ Law that would subsi- 
dize the academic or vocational 
training of Israel Defence Forces 
veterans. In the eight months since it 
was passed by the Knesset, no 
money has been allocated for this 
purpose. 

Tsur. whose ministiy is coordinat- 
ing the effort to prevent emigration, 
says that demobilized soldiers are a 
prime target of foe effort and are 
among the most likely sectors to 
emigrate. 


Arab student leader banned for 2 terms

HAIFA. - A disciplinary panel at 
Haifa University yesterday activated 
a two-semester suspension against 
Arab students - leader Amir 
Makhoul for his part in disturbances 
on the campus. 

A Jewish student. Ya’acov De- 
han, former president of the uni- 
versity's students union, was banned 
from studies for one semester. 

Both were barred from participat- 
ing in any public activities Or using 
university facilites except for studies 
- Dehan for one year after his return’ 
and Makhoul until he graduates. 

The charges against them and 
against several other students arose 
from a near riot at the university in 
January when fighting broke out 
between Arab and Jewish students 
during a speech by Tehiya Knesset 
Member Rafael Eitan. 

Makhoul was accused of disturb- 
ing the peace and failing to obey 
orders of foe dean of students. He 


was not sentenced on these charges, 
but the disciplinary panel decided to 
activate a suspended sentence im- 
posed on him last May. 

Dehan. whose case was heard by a 
different panel, was found guilty of 
taking part in the fracas during 
Eitan's address but was acquitted of 
a charge of striking an Arab woman 
student. 

Sentences were also imposed on 
three more accused, all of them 
Arabs.

Tear gas sometimes misused, says Prisons Service probe

Five of 20 cases in which prision 
guards used fear gas were found to 
be unjustified by a six-month inter- 
nal invesitgation. the findings of 
which Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
is studying. 

The investigation was prompted 
last year after several prisoner-rights 
activists, including former Ohel 
movement leader Yamin Suissa. 
complained to the press about the 
used of gas. 

According to the complaints, the 
gas causes burns, has caused tempor- 
ary blindness and is used indiscrimi- 


nately by guards. Tbe complaints 
said that gas had been thrown into 
closed rooms without provocation. 

The three-member commission, 
beaded by Haim Glick. personal 
assistant to ouigoing Prisons 
Service Commissioner Mordechai 
Wertheimer, found that in five cases 
that were brought to the inquiry's 
attention, there was an “improper 
use" of foe gas. 

According to the report, which 
sources said is “extremely detailed 
and definitely not a whitewash.” 
steps have to be taken to train guards 
in the proper use of foe gas, an 
Israeli product recently bought by- 


foe Canadian Prison Service. 

Suissa, interviewed last night, said 
that while he testified before the 
investigating board, he did so "out of 
protest." because “it's ridiculous 
that the prison service should in- 
vestigate itself.” The Israel Civil 
Rights Association had also called 
for an independent inquiry, but 
cooperated with foe internal inves- 
tigation. 

Glick indicated last night that 
Suissa’s testimony was proven by foe 
inquiry to be ‘‘not exactly foe entire 
truth” and emphasized foe need for 
gas as a means to stop disturbances 
in prisons. 


■‘Tear gas is foe only legal means 
the guards have to deal with situa- 
tions in which often a lone guard is 
facing a, crowd of 200 rioting in- 
mates," said Glick. He indicated 
that the five cases of “improper use” 
occu rred when guards used the gas in 
closed rooms. 


Sources close to Bar-Lev said last 
night that one of the recommenda- 
tions in the report, which does not 
specificlaly call for foe dismissal of 
any guards, is that changes be made 
in the size of the gas carmisters and 
that more stringent controls be im- 
plemented in its use.

Craxi urges 
talks on 


‘StarWars’ 


WASHINGTON (AP). - Italian 
Prime Minister Bettino Craxi de- 
clared yesterday that the results of 
research into President Ronald 
Reagan's controversial so-called 
‘'Star Wars" missile -defence ,lan 
should be negotiated with the Soviet 
Union. 

Echoing the sentiments expressed 
by several other European leaders, 
Craxi, speaking to a joint meeting 
ot Congress, said the research phase 
of the so-called strategic defence 
initiative is consistent with the anti- 
ballistic missile treaty. But he added 
that it “must nevertheless continue 
to constitute an important reference 
point in the future negotiations in 
Geneva.” 

Craxi spoke to Congress a day 
after visiting Reagan and issuing 
qualified support for Reagan ’s futur- 
istic space-based plan. 

That limited approval of the re- 
search phase of the plan, estimated 
to cost more than $33 billion over six 
years, led senior U.S. official to 
boast that the once-strenuous allied 
opposition to the proposal is reced- 
ing- 


Hindus mark ‘Holi’ 


celebrating victory 
of good over evil 


NEW DELHI (Renter). - Millions 
of people all over India poised to 
shed their inhibitions when the na- 
tion celebrates the gaudy and 
boisterous festival of Holi. 

The uninitiated are warned to 
wear old clothes and killjoys to stay 
at home or roll up car windows if 
they go out. 

Revellers take their duty serious- 
ly, daubing each other and anyone 
on the streets with coloured water or 
powder. High spirits are fuelled with 
beer and a potent brew called bhang 
whose main ingredient is hashish. 

Every year there are complaints 
that the festival, a traditional 
celebration of the triumph of good 
over evil and the arrival of spring, 
has its unpleasant side. 

In New Delhi, a list of stem steps 
to curb hooliganism includes a ban 
on throwing coloured water on un- 
willing people and a ban on the sale 
of water balloons. 

Holi, still celebrated with songs 
and dance in villages but ignored by 
some sophisticated urban Indians, 
refers to the mythical Holika, sister 
of a king who tried to bum members 
of his family to death for worship- 
ping God instead of himself. 

When King Hiranyakashyap 
threw his son Prahlad off a moun- 
tain, then had him trampled by 
elephants, imprisoned with snakes 
and flung into the sea. Holika gave 
her life "to save the boy from a 
premature funeral pyre. 


Thais say they killed 
over 60 Vietnamese 


BANGKOK (Reuter). -Thai troops 
backed by fighter-bombers and artil- 
lery killed more than 60 Viet- 
namese in fierce fighting in north- 
eastern Thailand, a senior army 
officers said yesterday. 

A Thai major-general told repor- 
ters that Thai soldiers had counted 
more than 30 Vietnamese corpses on 
the barbed wire surrounding one of 
three embattled hilltops in Surm 
Province, about 3S0 kilometres 
northeast of here. 

“We were able to kill 30 of them 
right on the barbed wire," he said. 

He said at least 30 more Viet- 
namese were killed near hQls 400 and 
424 while Thai losses were two killed 
and 15 wounded. 

The three hills were seized by 
about 3,000 Vietnamese troops 
Tuesday in their bid to overrun the 
nearby Kampuchean mountain 
stronghold of Kampuchean guerrilla 
leader Prince Norodom Sihanouk. 

The Thai officer said about 800 
Vietnamese soldiers thrust into 
Thailand near the Sihanouk base 
while another 200 intruded some 100 
kilometres to the east. 

Journalists have been banned 
from both areas. 


Sihanouk heads the three-faction 
coalition government of Democratic 
Kampuchea (CGDK) recognized by 
the UN and fighting Vietnam s six- 
year occupation of Kampuchea. 


Green H31, also known as Tatum, 
is the only major guerrilla base left in 
Kampuchea since the Viec- 
namesebegan their dry-season 
offensive m November. 

The mam bases of the Peking- 
backed Khmer Rouge and the 
Khmer People's National Liberation 
Front have already fallen. 

China, meanwhile, yesterday re- 
jected a proposal by aHy Sihanouk 
for an international conference on 
the Cambodian War. accused Viet- 
nam of fresh border raids and said 
Chinese frontier forces were prepar- 
ing a “due punishment.” 


Asked if China is prepared to 
cany out a threat to re -invade Viet- 
nam, made January 29 by Foreign 
Minister Wu Xueqian, hb spokes- 
man said Vietnamese forces are fre- 
quently raiding the Chinese border. 

"Faced with such a situation, the 
Chinese frontier forces cannot but 
tighten their vigilance and stand in 
readiness," he said. 


At least 8 millio n Americans 


are regular users of cocaine 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Drug 
abuse is a SI 10 billion industry in the 
U.S. that is becoming the nation's 
-Nnmber One health problem, 
according to a congressional report 
released yesterday. 

The report by the House Select 
Committee on Narcotics Abuse and 
Control said illegal drug sales were 
growing at a rate of $10 billion a 
year. 

It said the U.S. must work with 
other countries such as Mexico, 
Peru, Bolivia. Colombia. Jamaica, 
Thailand. Burma and Pakistan to 
control drug smuggling. 

“More than 20 million Americans 


use marijuana regularly, approx- 
imately eight million to 20 million 
are regular cocaine users, about 
500,000 individuals are heroin 
addicts and one million are regular 
users of hallucinogens. 

“It is believed that levels of drug 
use in the Unites States exceed those 
in any other industrialized nation in 
the world/' it added. 

It said $5 tons of cocaine entered 
the U.S. last year, all from Peru, 
Bolivia and Colombia. About 70 per 
cent of heroin came from the Near 
East and South Asia, mostly from 
Pakistan, Afghanistan and Iran, 
with the rest from Mexico. 


Congress Party ‘set to win’ 
India’s most violent election 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Prime Minis- 
ter Rajiv Gandhi’s governing Con- 
gress (I) Party swept back to power 
yesterday in Central Madhya 
Pradesh, India's largest state, with a 
three-fourths majority. 

The party also established early 
leads in several other states, but lost 
in the tiny Himalayan state of Sikkim 
and was trailing in two key southern 
states. 


India’s election commissioner said 
yesterday the killings in eastern In- 
dia during this week's state- assembly 
elections were unprecedented and 
urged ail political parties to resist 


increasing violence. 

“It is the first time there has been 
so much violence," said Commis- 
sioner R.R. Trivedi. He also said 
that for the first time four senior 
election officials were suspended for 
malpractice. 

At least 45 persons have been 
killed in widespread violence in 
Bihar, India’s poorest and most law- 
less state, according to official re: 
ports. . More.foam 200 persons 
injured in police firing, armed en- 
counters between rival party groups 
and bombings, making it the 
bloodiest election since independ- 
ence. 


“Kissing Bandit 5 sure was a knockout 


ATLANTIC CITY, New Jersey 
(Reuter). - An attractive 20-year- 
old dubbed “The Kissing Bandit” 
was in jail yesterday after the police 
alleged she stole up to S50.000 a 
night from big winners at this gaming 
resort thanks to her knockout kisses. 

Marguerita de los Santos, 20. is 
being held in lieu of $250,000 bail 
after her arrest earlier this week by 
rice-squad detectives. 

De los Santos, a Dominican, is 
accused of drugging her victims by 
passing a powerful knockout pill 
from her mouth to theirs during a 
passionate kiss. 

“The drug took effect quickly," 


said Atlantic City vice detective Dan 
Rispoti. “Once the victim was un- 
conscious he was robbed of cash and 
jewelry. In one night, February 10, 
de los Santos collected a total of 
550,000 from three males she bad 
met at Resorts International casino 
and accompanied to their rooms." 

When arrested on March I, de los 
Santos had over SS.000 in cash in her 
handbag, the police said. 

Rispoti said: “Besides three 
counts of theft, she is accused of 
reckless endangerment. The drug she 
used renders a person unconscious 
for 10 to 12 hours, but can be fatal to 
a pesos with a heart condition-"

Iran-Iraq cease-fire 



TEHERAN (Reurer). - Iran traded 
threats with Iraq yesterday to shell 
cities and towns as a limited cease- 
fire agreement banning attacks on 
civilian targets began to unravel. 

In an escalation of the 53-month- 
old war. Iraq named 30 cities and 
towns it said it would attack in re- 
taliation for Tuesday night's shelling 
of Basra. Iraq's second largest city. 

Bui more than six hours after the 
deadline given by Baghdad for the 
Stan of attacks, there were no re- 
ports that the threat had been car- 
ried out. 

Iran countered with a pledge to 
strike blow for blow. Prime Minister' 


Mir-Hossein ' Monsavi .told the 
national news agency Irna that Iran 
had the power “to strike deep within 
Iraq." 

Diplomats in Teheran said the 
sudden upsurge in sbeIBng cOuld 
mean an effective end to a Inmted 
cease-fire pact between the warring 
neighbours banning attacks on civi- 
lian areas. ...

Bush pledges more aid for 
Sudan, criticizes Ethiopia 


KHARTOUM (Reuter). - U.S. 
Vice President George Bush, tour- 
ing drought-hit African countries, 
has promised more support for 
Sudan and urged Ethiopia to soften 
its stance on relief assistance to the 
rebel-held provinces of Eritrea and 
Tigray. 

Bush told Sudanese President 
Ja’afar Numeiri on Tuesday that the 
U.S. had decided to grant Sudan an 
additional 83.000 tons of food in 
3985, of which 80,000 tons would go 
to Sudanese drought victims, a 
senior U.S. official said. 

The extra aid is worth $21 million, 
be said. 

Sudan has Africa's largest refugee 
population of more than one million 
people, mostly from Ethiopia, and 
four million of its own people are 
suffering because of drought. 


The new aid comes on top of 
748,000 tons of food the U.S. has 
already committed to famine victims 
in Sudan in 1985. 


Bud visited a camp for Sudanese 
drought victims in H Obeid, western 
Sudan, yesterday and was to bold 
further talks with Numeiri. 


During a one-hour tour of the . 
Eritrean refugee camp of Wad Sher- 
ifee, is eastern Sudan, on Tuesday.

Failed strike is end of Invincible’ UK unions 


LONDON (AP). - The collapse of 
Britain's coal strike and the defeat of 
a onion once thought invincible 
nark a fundamental weakening of 
the British labour movement - 
perhaps its most serious loss since 
fledgling unions flexed their muscles 
here at die torn of the century. 

It was a battle that Conservative 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
and the miners' Marxist leader. 
Arthur Scargfll. both depicted in 
cataclysmic terms: an attempt to 
overthrow the government versus a 
state bid to crush the labour move- 
ment. 

In the end neither happened. 

Bat it took almost a year to bring a 
halt to the first sustained union bid to 
resist Thatcher’s cost-cutting poli- 
ties for Britain's state-owned indus- 
tries. and the dispute is counted as 
the longest and most violent national 
strike in British history. 

“The implications for other trade 
union leaders are of a bleak sort." 
commented the conservative Sunday 
Telegraph. “Scargill may well be 
seen to have concluded the era of 
militant trade unionism." 

The government’s victory, which 
some right-wing commentators 
likened to Britain’s victory over 
Argentina in the 19S2 Falkiands war, 
was wrought at a huge cost to the 
nation, the coal industry and to the 
individual miners. 

The repercussions will long be felt 
by the labour movement, especially 
as the strike's crumbling stands in 
such vivid contrast to the 1974 min- 
ers’ pay strike which helped topple 
the Conservative government of Ed- 
ward Heath. .Now the miners are 
unlikely to strike again in a harry. 

When the strike began last March 
12 against the state-owned National 
Coal Board's plan to close 20 money- 
losing mines and shed 20,000 jobs, 
there were already ke^ differences 
from 1974. 


The 186.000-member miners' un- 
ion. once the flagship of union unity 
and muscle, was split from the start - 
as the profitable central England 
coal county of Nottinghamshire re- 
fused to strike on the grounds Scar- 
gill had not held an authorization 
bailor. 

Coal stocks were at a record high. 
Other unions, already battered by 
record unemployment and six years 
of Thatcher's rigorous policies, 
failed to deliver effective help de- 
spite two supporting dock strikes. 

And the government was pre- 
pared to spend whatever it cost to 
switch power stations to oil. increase 
fuel imports and draft thousands of 
policemen into mining counties to 
protect working mines and make 
sure that steel mills and power plants 
were not affected by pickets. 

In 1974. the government had not 
stockpiled coal at power plants, and 
the strike came as Britain was hit by 
the Arab oil boycott. The country 


quickly was put on a three-day work 
week due to power shortages. 

In addition. Britain now has be- 
come an oil-exporting country and 
has ample other fuel, while in 1974 it 
was an oil-importer. 

Scargiii cons candy denounced Bri- 
tain's largely hostile media coverage 
of the strike and wh 2 t he described 
as the “police state" imposed by 
Thatcher. 

But his bitteresr outbursts xs the 
end drew near were for other trade 
unionists - from truckers who swept 
past picket lines hauling coal boycot- 
ted by railmen to steelworkers and 
power-plant workers. 

“When history comes to examine 
this dispute there wifi be a glaring 
omission," he declared. 

“Trade unionists have been stand- 
ing on the sidelines while this union 
has been bartered by the g ove rn - 
ment. the Coal Board, police and the 
whole media propaganda cam- 
paign." 


Scargill vowed to fight on and. at 
least publicly, took comfort in what 
he called the miners' demonstration 
“that working people are not pre- 
pared to lie down under the Thatch- 
er government." 


Both Scargill and the Thatcher 
government will be a long time 
paying for the confrontation. 

The government put the financial 
cost of the strike up to last December 
at $1.6b.. but independent analysts 
estimated it at up to S3 .75b. 


92% ofTJK miners back at work 


LONDON (Reuter). - Resistance to the national 
return to work in Britain's coalfields crumbled 
yesterday with miners ignoring pickets who held 
out for reinstatement of men sacked during the 
year-long strike over pit closures. 


The state-run coal board said well over 92 per 
cent of Britain’s 186.000 miners were at work 
yesterday, up from 85 percent Tuesday when the 
union formally ended the walkout. 

The biggest renira was in Yorkshire, Britain's 
largest coal field, where 17,000 men wen: back for 
the first time. Pickets stopped half of Yorkshire's 
50.000 miuers from returning Tuesday. 

In Scotland, almost 3 .700 men went back, salting 
the total working there to 70 per cent. Strike 
leaders in Scotland met yesterday to reconsider a 
decision to hold out for a general’ amnesty for 700 
men fired for picketing offences. 


The costs include welfare pay- 
ments, policing, a near doubling of 
the Coal Board's S 1.07b. annual 
loss, and increased losses by two 
other state-owned giants. British 
Steel and British Rail, 

Some 1-500 policemen and hun- 
dreds of strikers were injured in 
picket-line clashes and about 9.500 
miners were arrested in the course of 
the dispute. In addition, a cab driver 
taking a miner to workwas killed last 
November when Welsh pickets 
burled a concrete dab onto his cab. 

The union's S9.5m. assets have 
been seized for contempt of court. 
Strikers lost an average S 10.700 in 
pay and, in most cases, their life 
savings, too. 

Britain's coal production slumped 
by 57 per cent to 5 1 million tors in 
19S4 because of the strike. Depart- 
ment of Energy statistics show,. and 
imports doubled to S.9 nufiion tons. 
Fuel oil imports shot up to 22.9 
million tons compared with 9.9 mil- 
lion in 1983. 

Hundreds of coal faces have been 
damaged through long neglect, and 
it probably will take months to get 
production bock to normal. 

Divisions between miners who 
struck and those who gave up may 
take generations to heal. So. too, 
could the resentment against the 
government and management of 
those who stuck it out. 


and opposition members of the.gpv- 
eroment's Social Development Unit 
(SDU).

The sensational discovery oi an 
ancient lost tribe of chief rabbis, 
believed to date back to pre-Great 
Synagogue days, was announced in 
an historic press conference in Jeru- 
salem yesterday. 

The tribe was disco* ered aoci- 
demaly by Israeli ornithologist I’ri 
Zipor in a desolate region of 
Ethiopia earlier this week. News of 
the discovery was kept secret for 
several days while government. Jew- 
ish Agency and rabbinical author- 
ities pondered its likely implications. 

The disclosure of the hitherto un- 
known existence of a tribe of chief 
rabbis has already begun to arouse 
controversy here. While calls have 
been heard from almost every quar- 
ter for the repatriation to Israel of 
the rabbis, certain doubts have been 
expressed as io their halachic accep- 
tability. 

“Undoubtedly, they see them- 
selves as Jews, but that does not 
mean th3t they fit all our specifica- 
tions.” was the reaction yesterday of 
Woko Baruch Memphis' first among 
equals on the Ethiopian Orthodox 
Priests Council. 

“My feeling is that they will have 
to undergo some son of conversion 
process - if only a ritual slimming 
course." 

Only two chief rabbis are known 
to exist in Israel today, while another 
two have retired from the tribe into 
the political arena. Sources dose to 


the two chief rnhbis said last night 
that they were “overjoyed" at the 
discovery of their brothers - if. in 
fact, they are their brothers. 

It is understood that this country's 
chief rabbis have been confronted 
with a serious dilemma by the dis-. 
covery of the tribe . On the one hand, 
one source said, hiding hi> face be- 
hind his hat to conceal his identity, 
aliya of the tribe would strengthen 
the numbers - and thus the influence 
- of the chief rabbis immeasurably. 

But. on the other hand, a multi- 
tude of chief rabbis, each issuing 
separate rulings, would throw the 
Rabbinate into disarray. 

“We have enough trouble with the 
retirees. An entire tribe with their 
old-fangled traditions would be 
chaotic.” the source said from be- 
hind his hat. 

Appearing at yesterday's moving 
press conference, along with Zipor 
and Jewish Agency Governor- 
General Arye Y^cakchin. were two 
members of the lost Ethiopian tribe, 
who had arrived in Israel earlier that 
morning. They spoke hauntingiy. in 
Yiddish and Ladino. of the trials and 
tribulations endured by the chief 
rabbis over the millennia. 

“We pray in synagogues without 
chandeliers, without gold-fllieree 
lettering on the Ark curtains, and 
with only worn local carpets - not 
Carmels - on the floors," said Rabbi 
Theodore Shatzberg to subdued 
gasps from the audience. 

The highlight of the press confer- 


ence wa> the retelling by Zipor. a 
Hebrew University doctoral stu- 
dent. of his historic discovery of the 
chief rabbis, while researching the 
mating habits of Ethiopia's virtually 
extinct pigeon. The epochal encoun- 
ter between modern Israeli and 
ancient chief rabbi oecured in the 
bare K accessible Molofo Mountain 
range, in the north of the country 

“1 was crawling through the hush 
and whistling an old nigaen which 
my father once taught me and which 
is almost identical to the mating cui! 
of the Ethiopian pigeon." Zipor said 
\esierda\. "All of j sudden, I heard 
a voice, singing along with me. 

“1 was flabbergasted At first l 
thought it was the mythical King 
Pigeon I had heard of. that is reputed 
to" have the power of speech. But 
next thing l knew. I was almost 
trampled by a heatv gentlemen 
wearing a smir»u! and fur loincloth. 
It was Shabbes. I've never been ->,« 
moved. I just sat down and cried." 

Zipor rciatvd how the chief rab- 
bis. after checking his circumcision 
and pricking his finger, had taken 
him into theit bosom. He ale their 
gefilte fish and cous-cous with them 
and told them in great detail of the 
lives of their brethren in Israel . 

“They were particularly in- 
terested in the state funding »»l yeshi- 
vot. and how political leaders made 
pilgrimages to the chief rabbis every 
four years." he recounted.

tions. Then-Acugods of winter, Ha- 


mas (his name is related to hima, ■ 
friems, chdmon - all meaning win- 
ter) and Vashti, are defeated by the 
gods of*summer - Mordechai (Mar- 
. duk) and Esther (Ishtar). 

Hainan's name “ Agagfte” b con- 
nected with pgttgu - “be angry” 
and corresponds 10 the myth of 
drunken and tyrannical gods whose 
rule is brought to an end with the 
vernal equinox. His death by hang- 
ing is a characteristic fare of solar 
heroes. 

“Vashti, the beautiful... refuses to 

come at the command of the king 
and accompanies her lover to the 
tmd em orid. - .Mordechai and Esther 
. are Marduk and Ishtar, the tenestial 
counterparts of Hainan and Vashti 
in the underwork!. They release the 
earth from the tyranny and opweis 
of winter and darkness, and reign 
over the six summer months.” 
according toUBL Paton in A Critical 
and Exegttical Commentary on the 
BookofEstkieri 

- With this background, it is 
perhaps easier to understand the 
rabbis’ uneasiness when confronted 
with the Book of Esther. They dis- 
cussed whether Esther was indeed 
“composed under the inspiration of 
the holy spirit. ” Ultimately, they 
may have decided in favour of 
Esther, because of Pnrun’s great 
popularity among the simple folk. 
Or maybe it was because of Esther 
herself. 

Esther insisted -without a trace of 
modesty - that her acts should be 
commemorated for posterity. She 
“sent (word) to the Sages, saying 
‘commemorate me for future gen- 
erations.* They replied,' ‘you will 
mate tile ill wfil of the nations 
against us.* She sent bade the reply: 
‘I am already recorded in the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Media and Per- 
sia.’ ”(A tegiHa, 7a). 

. Stfll, the rabbis felt so uneasy 
about the feast that they had to drink 
until they did not know the differ- 
ence between , “cursed be Hainan" 
and “blessed by Mordechai,” 
( MegiUa , 7b). To celebrate Pnrim. 
therefore, one has to be so drunk 
that one does not know the differ- 
ence between bad (Hainan) and 
good (Mordechai). 

- Indeed, the rabbis committal the 
worst of tins on Purim: “Rabba and 
Rabin Zera joined toother in a 
Purim “feast. They became mellow, 
and Rabba arose and cut Rabbi 
Zera’s throat.

‘A miracle does not take place on 
every occasion.* ” (MegiUa. 7b). 

Other commentators seemed to 
doubt that a miracle had taken place 
. in Esther. Says Luther in his Table 
Talk: “I am so hostile to the book 
(Maccabees II) and to Esther that I 
wish they didnot exist at all: for they 
Juda-ize' too much and have much 
heathen perverseness." 

Though Lmher’s feelings towards 
Esther probably contain no small 
amount of anti-Semitism, it is ob- 
vious that religious traditionalists 
feel that the book is strange - diffe* 
rent from the other books of the 
Bible. Indeed. The Book of Esther is 
the only text in the Bible where the 
name of God is not mentioned once. 
Neither is the “Land of Israel.'' 
Esther is associated with the only 
festival of the Bible that in no way is 
connected to the Promised Land. 

Looking closer, we find that the 
author of the book himself feels 
uncomfortable. He tries, throughout 
the story, to cut his heroine down to 
size, while enlarging the role of Mor- 
dechai. 

Thus, it was Mordechai - not 
Esther - who rode through the 
streets of Shusban on the king's 
horse, while Hainan proclaimed: 
“Thus it shall be done unto the man 
whom the king delighteth to hon- 
our.” (6:11). Later it was Mordechai 
- not Esther - who received the 
people's cheers, and dressed up as a 
king (8:15). And strangely enough, 
in foe end of the book it was Mor- 
dechai - not Esther- who was “great 
among foe Jews, and accepted of foe 
multitude of his brethren". ( 10:3) 

But our obedient and pretty little 
Esther slips our of foe author's 
hands. She suddenly emerges as a 
leaden giving orders about the fast, 
conjuring up ingenious plans for 
drinking-parties and suggesting - 
somewhat blood-thirstily - another 
day of massacres of her enemies. She 
is foe one who risks her life for her 
people. It is for her that the whole 
book is named. 

So. this strong and strange woman 
emerges in spite of the author's in- 
tentions. The rabbis “bless” Mor- 
dechai but Esther is there insisting 
on a place in centre-stage- If she is. 
indeed, a transformation of the once 
all-powerful goddess Ishtar. the rab- 
bis are justified in fearing her. For 
the goddess is neither obedient, or 
modest, nor self -effaring- 

Esther does not resign herself to 
play “second fiddle” in foe feasts in 
the community: She proves that di- 
vinity and femininity are not contra- 
dictory. Therefore, she is a compell- 
ing role model for Jewish women of 
today. 

Whether Esther was the Queen of 
Heaven or just a Jewish queen, we 
will never know. But if we acoept foe 
characteristics of both, there is much 
for little Jewish girls to emulate.

The last time 
mothers like me used a sewing 
machine was in seventh grade when 
we had to make a skirt which we 
never wore because we put foe rip- 
per in crooked. All during foe year 
we have vivid fantasies, but enter 
Adar and our imaginations are para- 
lysed. 

Whoever said that gladness is in- 
creased when Adar comes in never 
had to accompany a five year old to a 
kindergarten Purim party. Rather 
than take the despotic role of deter- 
mining my daughter's costume. I let 
her decide. But when she decided to 
be a baby for foe third year in a row, 
1 used some subtle intervention.

'"WHO'TS'a child's real mother -'foe 
woman whose ovum was fertilized or 
foe woman who gave birth to the 
child?

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Leon Tamman’s contribution to Israel’s tourist industry 

The $ 40 m. Daniel Hotel saga

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HERZLIYA. - The renovated 
Daniel Hotel is opening its doors 
again today and according to its 
owner it is a much more glamorous 
hoteL 

Owner Leon Tamman, mil- 
lionaire international businessman 
and philanthropist, told The Jeru- 
salem Post in one of bis rare inter- 
views , that he cannot hide his plea- 
sure is seeing the completion of the 
renovation, which is estimated to 
have cost over S40 million. "This 
hotel will now be in a class by itself 
according to world standards." he 
said. "I put the emphasis on interna- 
tional quality, which does not exist in 
hotels that cater to package touts 
and convention crowds. Now discri- 
minating Israelis will be able to 
spend their vacations right here in 
Heizliya, instead of going to Spain 
or other countries," he added. 

The hotel has received a complete 
face-lift, and the glamour could be 
seen and felt everywhere. During 
the peak season , it will employ about 
400 people. Of its 500 rooms and 
suites about 150 have been sold as 
apartments, either on a lease-back 
or free-bold, basis. 

There is a profusion of bars, res- 
taurants, conference rooms and 
even a 250-seat auditorium. There is 
also a spa and exercise rooms, in 
addition to a unique section for the 
international traveller, who can get 
the latest news and stock quotations 
via satellite. There is also informa- 
tion on all Bights from Ben-Gurion 
Airport, plus all connections 
abroad.

Tamman has even thought of the 
international news media and there 
are special little rooms for newsmen 
filing their stories. 

All over the hotel you cannot miss 
its central theme, Daniel and the 


Lions, whether it be the huge moral 
at the entrance, the Carmel carpets 
designed by Ziona Shimshi. or the 
stained-glass windows. 

Nitza Douek, the director of pub- 
lic relations, explains that the hotel is 
named after Tamman’s son Daniel. 
The profusion of lions derives from 
the Bible story and also from Tarn- 
man's first name Leon. 

We are led into Tamman’s small, 
crowded office, which does not dis- 
paiy the glamour we saw outside. He 
is just completing a meeting with the 
hotel manager. 

Tamman is round-faced, wears 
glasses and looks much younger than 
his 57 years. He is wearing a white 
swearer and open-neck shirt. He was 
born in Sudan and moved to Eng- 
land 23 years ago. where he con- 
tinued his international business 
career, which apart from hotels also 
includes the manufacture of phar- 
maceuticals. He looks like your 
next-door neighbour and not like an 
international tycoon, but once be 
starts dropping names of famous 
people with whom he has had 


"chats,” you realize that this is not 
your next-door neighbour , 

Leon Tamman is very polite and 
soft-spoken, but after several mi- 
nutes of verbal ping-pong with him, 
you realize that you are interviewing 
a person with a razor-sharp mind and 
the finesse of a diplomat. 

He tells how be got into the hotel 
business. “At a dinner in 1970 with 
the then Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir. I proposed that Sapir should 
round op 500 Jewish industrialists, 
each one of whom should commit 
hims elf to a SI million investment. 
That would solve half of Israel's 
problems, E pointed out. because the 
national debt was about SI billion. 

According to Tamman, Sapir 
grabbed him and said: “I got here 
the first million dollar investment, 
show me where the other 499 are.” 

Sapir didn't let Tamman off the 
hook and persuaded him to become 
a partner with Qal in the hotel, 
which was first called Appoloma. 
When Gal sold out its interest to 
Tamman he changed the name to 
Daniel Tower. Nowit is The Daniel 
Hotel. 

Thanks to his involvement in the 
Daniel Hotel, Tamman went into 
the hotel business internationally 
and today he is the owner, manager 
and builder of hotels in a number of 
countries. “I make more money in 
hotels abroad, but my heart is in the 
Daniel Hotel here despite the 
hardships. This is my contribution to 
Israel.” 

He says that his Zionism started in 
Sudan, and that be has a number of 
interests in Israel outside of the 
hotel. This includes a construction 
company, and the Capital Television 
Studios in Jerusalem. 

“But do you know how much 
red-tape I had to cut through? Do 
you know that money I bring into the 
country I am not allowed to takeout 
for a number of years. Why? To 



Swiss banks had record year I Cyprus economy pulled up by tourism 


ZURICH (Reuter) - Major Swiss 
banks made record profits in 19S4 
, and. with their balance sheets stron- 
ger than ever, should boost earnings 
again this year, analysis say. 

Swiss Bank Corporation, the last 
of the Big Three banks to report, 
said yesterday its net profits last year 
bad jumped 17.2%, to 503 million 
Swiss francs (S172m.). 

Competitors Union Bank of 
Switzerland and Credit Suisse bad 
previously reported 15% and 19% 
profit rises, and all three offered 
shareholders bigger dividends "for 
the second year running. 

All three made provisions for 


potential bad loans, though they 
acknowledge the international debt 
crisis has subsided. The risk provi- 
sions. which were nearly as large as 
the net profits themselves, have 
helped contributed to a strengthen- 
ing of all the banks' balance sheets. 

Over the past three years each 
bank has set aside more than a 
billion Swiss francs (S335m.) to cov- 
er problem loans to East European, 
Latin American and other countries. 

Securities analysts said the profit 
figures showed Just how well the 
banks are doing. , despite worries, 
about Switzerland losing its standing 
as a world financial marketplace. 


NICOSIA (Reuter ). - Cyprus’s trade 
deficit rose by more than 20% last 
year, but growth in tourism made for 
a bigger balance of payments sur- 
plus. official figures show. 

The visible trade deficit rose by 
78-3 million Cyprus pound's 
(SI 12. 3m.) last year to 460m. 
pounds ($660m.). statistics office fi- 
gures showed. 

Exports rose 29.3% to 337m. 
pounds (S483.4m.) while imports 
grew 24.1% to 796.5m. pounds 
(SI. 14 billion), helpedby Cyprus 
-Airways’ purchase of twoA-I3(lAir- 
buses for 58.4m. pounds {SS5.£m. ). : 

Bnt a 27.8% rise in tourism re- 


venues to 223m. pounds (S320m.) 
helped overall payments show a pro- 
visional surplus of 45m. pounds 
(S64.6m.). 

Foreign exchange reserves rose an 
estimated 21.7% in 1984, to 400m. 
pounds (S573.8m.). 

The figures showed major sectors 
of the economy also improved last 
year, with estimated real growth in 
agricultural output of 5.7% and in 
manufacturing of 5% .

Spare-parts importers 
win High Court order 

The Hgh Court of Justice Tues- 
day called on the ministers of fi- 
nance, transport and trade to show 
cause within 10 days why they should 
not increase the retail prices of im- 
ported automotive parts. The order 
was requested by the Israel Associa- 
tion of Vehicle Importers. 

In the request for the order, tbe 
importers said that the 12 per cent

French banks push 
memory chip credit card 

PARIS (AP). - French banks yester- 
day launched a 1 billion franc (S100 
million) nationwide project to intro- 
duce the “smart card” - a fraud- 
proof credit card with a buSt-in 
memory chip - over the next three 
vears. Up to 3 million cards may be 
issued in the next two years and 10 to 
12 milHon by the end of 1988. ' _ j 

Leaders of the banks' association 
promoting the smart card stressed ; 
the export potential of the system 
which is based on the chip-card in- 
vented ten years ago by French re- 
searcher Roland Moreno. The sys- 
tem will be tested by Mastercard in 
theU.S. later this year and is on trial 
in Italy and Norway. 

The micro-processor chip and its 
memory boSt into a credit card is 
said to make counterfeiting or false 
identification far more difficult than 
the current magnetic strip.

Sharir says tourism badly 
neglected by finance ministry 


TEL AVIV. - The heavy selling 
wave seemed yesterday to have 
spent itself, and trading resumed a 
more balanced appraoch. In the last 
dav of a holiday-shortened wee -

Sharir charged the Treasury with 
"sabotaging" efforts to increase 
tourism. Sixteen years after the gov- 
ernment had first decided to grant 
tourism the export-incentive status 
enjoyed by industry and agriculture, 
a four-man cabinet committee had at 
last been chosen to deal with the 
matter last Sunday. But the Treasury 
on Tuesday said it had no intention 
of allocating the S150 million needed 
to redress the situation. “This is an 
admission that we are being discri- 
minated against to the tune of 
$l50m.,” Sharir said. 

The country is "wasting our natu- 
ral tourism resources. We should be 
getting two to three million tounstsa 
Jear Sid earn two to three trilbon 
dollars.” 

He noted that in 1984 tourism was 
die country’s number one export 
industry. "Our hotels only had a

GomiBerce Department ruled

The investigations covered a wide 
■twinge of products from yarps and 
threads to finished apparel and car- 
pets, and involved such subsidy prac- 
tices as tax benefits, duty rebates, 

low-interest loans or preferential ex- 
portfinanring. 

. The department found the sub- 
ridjes ranged from a high of 9.87% in 
the case of apparel imports from 
Brazfl, down to 1.23% for apparel 
imports from Thailand.

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Politics as a business 


THE BUSINESS of America, said Calvin Coolidge, is busi- 
ness. The business of Israel, if often seems, is politics: but good 
business it is - for its practitioners. Especially when the 
practitioner's business is small, and going bankrupt. 

Last July's national election dealt heavy blows to a number of 
political parties. The Sephardi-based Tamj, a self-proclaimed 
wave of the future, was very nearly sunk at the polls, and left 
shivering with one single solitary Knesset member. The once 
great citadel of ultra-Orthodoxy, Agudat Yisracl, had its 
parliamentary representation halved to two measly seats. And 
the Liberals had their oversized Knesset faction fully exposed 
as purely a gift of Herat rather than any index of popular 
support: the former Liberal constituency, it was now cruelly 
established, had almost totally vanished. 

So are these several parties searching their collective consci- 
ences to find out where they went wrong, and to decide whether 
they might not preferably go out of the business of politics? Not 
at all . What they are engaged in is a quest for the best insurance 
policy against their functionaries' possible loss of employment. 

Tami's Aharon Abuhatzeira is reported to be negotiating his 
party's merger with the Likud or the Alignment, depending on 
which will pay the higher price. Mr. Abuhatzeira's demands are 
not exhorbitant. He will make do with a “real” - i.e., safe - 
place for himself on the list of candidates for the next Knesset, 
and jobs for the boys. Ideology is no consideration. 

An heir to a longer tradition than Taxni, the Aguda is offering 
only its allegiance, not its separate existence, in exchange for 
political security. Although the party used to proclaim its lack 
of interest in government posts, its current disenchantment 
with the Likud is due to Menahem Porush's failure to have his 
job as deputy minister for social affairs in the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs raised to virtual ministerial level. He 
thinks he may obtain a better deal all round from the 
Alignment. If he does, he and MK Avraham Shapira will not 
think more than twice about turning their backs on the Likud. 

The Liberals' loyalty is now more-or-less firmly pledged to 
Herat within a unified Likud. Some Liberals oppose the unity 
move, and they are known to include a majority of the party's 
executive committee. But the Liberal Knesset faction, whose 
political orientation has already been assimilated to Herat's, is 
all for it. Facing the threat of the party's virtual extinction if it 
runs independently in the next election, the Liberal parlia- 
mentarians are more than happy to trade two assured Knesset 
terms for all the party's vast properties, long eyed by financially 
hard-pressed Herat. 

This is the stuff of Israeli politics today. Rather than serving 
as an arena for contesting ideologies, or for conflicting group 
interests, the country’s democratic politics often become a 
marketplace for careers, perks and immunities. A young 


politician in a hurry is not out to change the world, but to set 
hims 


iself up in business. He need not hold himself accountable to 
any particular group of voters: sometimes, indeed, the group 
hardly exists at all. 

True, the rot has not set in equally everywhere. The Aguda, 
indeed, stands out among the smaller parties for its concern not 
only for the well-being of its standard-bearers but for the 
welfare of its constituents as well. It is also true that no violation 
of the law is involved in the parties’ neglect of what will 
generally be acknowledged as their true vocation. 

But the system is growing morally corrupt, and it is losing the 
respect of the public. A blatantly self-seeking politician mouth- 
ing high-minded platitudes may be a greater danger to demo- 
cracy’s survival in this country than such a self-proclaimed foe 
as Meir Kahane.

road station, which will be closed to 
traffic. Participants are encouraged 
to use public transport. 

The event, which takes place from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. today, will include 
music, costumes, a dog show, a dis- 
play of firefighting techniques and 
other surprises. 

In Tel Aviv, more than 2,000 men 
and women from 15 countries are 
expected to take part in today's 
Hapoel marathon and half- 
marathon races. The events start and 
finish at Rehov Remez. next to the 
Histadrut headquarters in Rehov 
Arlosoroff. 

The 42-km. marathon and 21-km. 
half- marathon both follow a route 
from Arlosoroff along Bloch. I bn 
Gvirol. Yehuda Halevi and Roth- 
schild. past the Mann Auditorium to 
Dizengoff. then on to Rokah. the 
“Pil" junction near Zabala. Derech 
HerzKya. Abba Hillel and Bialik in 
Rama! Gan. Shikun Bavli and Bnei 
Dan. The shorter run returns to 
Remez via Brandeis, while partici- 
pants in the full marathon go back 
directly to Rokah and then cover the 
same route to Bnei Dan a second 
lime. 

The police are to close some 
streets along the route between 8 
a.m. and 3 p.m. 

Motorists are asked to leave their 
cars at home if possible and get to 
Tel Aviv by public transport. 

More than two million candies and 
half a million packages of chocolate 
and wafers will be distributed by 
Habad Hassidim around the country 
to new olim. soldiers, hospitalized 
persons and war orphans. 

Ethiopian new olim around the 
country are being treated to their 
first Purim celebration (they did not 
celebrate the holiday in Ethiopia, as 
they were out of contact with the rest 
of Jewry* for millennia). 

At the Or Akiva absorption cen- 


tre, some 120 Ethiopian children 
were provided with fancy dress cos- 
tumes. and the traditional Purim 
pastry. “Hainan’s ears.” 

The party was organized by the 
Tel Aviv Sheraton in coordination 
with the National Council for Ethio- 
pian Jews in Israel. 

The world's first Purim megiUa 
(Scroll of Esther) has been produced 
in Hebrew and the Ethiopian tongue 
of Amharic. by an institute of the 
Religious Affairs and Education and 
Culture Ministries. 

The Education Ministry and 
health officials warn parents to be 
sure that their childrens costumes 
and makeup are not flammable, and 
that they don't play with dangerous 
cap pistols. The Jerusalem Munici- 
pality will soon bring charges in 
municipal courts against 10 mer- 
chants who sold dangerous toy guns. 

Liora M oriel adds: 

When visitors arrived at the Beer- 
sheba Prison yesterday afternoon to 
join the inmates for a Purim party, 
they were, told that it was cancelled 
because the prisoners were cm strike. 
The prisoners were apparently react- 
ing to strict new regulations concern- 
ing home leave. 

The 150 young Ethiopian new- 
comers at the Zohar Hotel in Beer- 
sheba organized booths at the two 
hitchhiking points for soliders on 
Tuesday afternoon, where they dis- 
tributed sweets and soda pop. 

Yesterday, these olim were them- 
selves given treats. High school stu- 
dents sent them mis kb' ah mmol 
and. in the evening, other students 
and veteran olim joined them for a 
festive party at the hotel. 

A handful of members of the 
Association of Americans and Cana- 
dians in Israel in Bcersheva will 
continue distributing mishlo'ah 
manor to Ethiopian olim here, as 
well as some Books of Esther in both 
Hebrew and Amharic.

resolution on Lebanon. 

The Associated Press reports from 
Beirut that five Beirut-based jour- 
lalists. including an Associated 
Press reporter and photographer, 
vere arrested by Israeli forces in 
South Lebanon yesterday and re- 
eased several hours later unharmed. 

Samir Ghattas, the AP reporter 
imong those held, said he and the 
others were questioned by Israeli 
oldiers. 

The arrests followed a formal 
tatement by the IDF that it was 
canning foreign correspondents 


from Beirut or outside the Israeli 
zone from entering the occupied 
territory. Both Lebanese and fore- 
ign journalists have defied the ban. 

The others arrested were Donald 
Mell, a photographer for the U.S.- 
based AP, Frederick Neema, a 
photographer for Reuter. Alfred 
Zadeh, a part-time photographer for 
Newsweek magazine, and Bernard 
Buison. a French freelance journal- 
ist. 

Witnesses reported the five were 
taken away in two cars, escorted by 
three Israeli armoured personnel 
carriers.

Fund to take so much time off to 
look into our economic problems. 
And such a high-powered delega- 
tion. too. Really quite an honour. 
But, you know, there really isn’t that 
much for you to do— everything is 
pretty well under control now. 

You say that’s hard to believe? 
Well, that's understandable. I sup- 
pose, because you’re not that well- 
acquainted with the Israeli eco- 
nomy. You see. wc have rather diffe- 
rent conditions operating here than 

in other countries. I realize yoa’ve 

all been around a lot. and seen the 
mess other people have made of 
their economies, but you must shed 
preconceived ideas. 

I’ve heard that you guys go around 
forcing countries to adopt' austerity 
measures, and that causes unem- 
ployment and all kinds of things— 
terrible social strains. In South 
America you fixed 'em real good, 
huh? Brazil, biggest debt in the 
world, real wages dropped m 1983 
back to 1978 levels; Mexico-back to 
1976 levels. Argentina wouldn't play 
along with you'so you really put the 
squeeze on, and their real wages are 
below 1970 levels - prettv vicious, 
huh? 

Well, my friends. I can tell you 
that even if we owe more per capita 
than any of them, and have no 
natural resources, and are doing our 
very damnedest to drive away our 
best human resources - never mind, 
it makes no difference. We won't 
have to knuckle under to the IMF or 
anybody else. In fact, to put it blunt- 


ly. you're wasting your time speak- 
ing to all those Treasury people and 
bankers and economists. Why don’t 
you just go off to Eilat for a few days 
and enjoy yourselves? Get refreshed 
and then go and make mincemeat of 
yet another backward country of 
sambas or bongo-bongos - you've 
got nothing to do here. 


WHY NOT? Look. I was trying to 
tell you before, everything is under 
control. We in the national unity 
government have spent several 
months fixing the things that were 
causing the problems, and now it’s 
all O.K. What? Yes, of course, just 
open the papers and see. Nobody's 
talking about your kind of stuff any 
more - it's all politics and that . peace 
and war and the whole damn thing. 

Peres went to Ceausescu and they 
sorted out everything. Russia. Chi- 
na, the arms race... the whole lot. 
Sure. Egypt and Jordan and the 
PLO. all taken care of. Not bad for 
two countries who can't raise $100 
between them to pay the grocery 
bill. That's what I’m telling you. the 
economic thing just isn't where it's 
at. Right now the main issue on our 
economic agenda is how quickly to 
pay off our foreign loans - some 
people say as fast as possible, some 
say we should do it dower. It's a 
legitimate question. The papers are 
full of it. 

Other than that, there's not much 
of importance. That’s why die fi- 
nance minister could take some time 
to go and sort out the Americans. 

Well, of course. I don’t mean it 
quite like that, but let’s be frank 


about this, so that you getibe jnctare 
straight We don't fikeapplying this 
kind of erode pressure on the Amer- 
icans just for a billion or so. I mean 
it’s not pleasant for ns either. But ' 
they have. to understand-.- if -they ! 
don't give os the money, and quick, 
we could do badly in the Histadrut 
elections. 

Once we have them out of the 
way, and we need more money for 
next year, well have to explain to 
our fnends in Congress and the U.S. 
Administration that if they don’t 
cough up .they’ll have Sharon to deal 
with. By fiscal year ’87. well prob- 
ably want $7 billion as a one-tune 
.grant then, so 'Vs gotta sound des- 
perate. Yeah; breakdown <rf demo- 
cracy. strong-man taking over, the 
whole Khomeini thing-, it get’s 
them sobbing like kids, and I’m nor 
talking just about the UJA either. 
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I KNOW it's tough on the Amer- 
icans. when their ecbnotuy is in such 
a mess, what with foe trade deficit 
and the budget deficit and. all that 
It’s true David Stockman is trying 
hard to cut spending, but they just 
have to get, their priorities right. 
We're a bastion of democracy, and 
of anti- communism if need be. and 
don't forget we're mueh cheaper and 
more reliable than the Europeans 
and those pacifist Japanese. 

We tap the Jews, we tap the 
goyim, we hit anybody. We're not 
fussy. That what makes a govern- 
ment of national unity such a success

Israel's policy concerning prospects 
for renewing the peace process is not 
designed to call his bluff. 

Both Labour and Likud leaders 
have declared in reference to the 
new initiative by Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak that Israel will not 
sit at the negotiating table with any 
representative of the PLO - not even 
within the framework of a joint 
Jordanian- Palestinian delegation. 

The Likud position is clear. Jor- 
dan is the Palestinian state. We have 
nothing to talk to foe PLO about, 
even if it favoured diplomacy, since 
under no circumstances will we fore- 
sake an inch of Judea. Samaria and 
Gaza. To set up a system of personal 
autonomy in these territories, we do 
not need foe PLO. 

In comparison to the Likud's posi- 
tion. Labour'sisambivalem. Labour 
is willing to hand over most of foe 
West Bank and Gaza to be part of a 
Jordanian-Palestinian state in return 
for permanent peace. Israel will sit 
down and talk with any Palestinian 
who recognizes Israel and accepts 
peaceful coexistence. If foe PLO will 
give up its Covenant and terror and 
recognize the State of Israel, it can 
be a partner to negotiations. But if 
foe PLO does all of these things, it 
win no longer be the PLO. 

Labour's mainstream and lead- 
ership do not believe that the PLO 
has become more moderate or

changed its aims or is willing to 
foresake terror. Even those who 
recognize that the PLO has under- 
gone some changes in the direction 
of political 'realism since its 
Lebanese debacle, with foe depar- 
ture of more extremist groups, do 
not believe that Arafat can deliver 
the goods. 

There are people who believe the 
PLO has changed direction -Labour 
MK Abed Wahab Darawsha. all foe 
other Arab members of Knesset, the 
majority of Israeli Arabs, most 
Pales tinian s in the West Bank and 
Gaza, many members of the Israeli 
peace movement and a growing 
number of West Europeans. They 
believe that the PLO implicitly re- 
cognized Israel, but that foe expli- 
cit recog niti on will come only after 
Israel recognizes the Palestinian 
right to self-determination. They be- 
lieve that when at the 12th Palesti- 
nian National Council in 1974, the 
PLO spoke of the establishment of 
an independent Palestinian state in 
any part of the land liberated from 
Israeli occupation, it implicitly rec- 


ognized the principle of territorial 
compromise, even though state- 
ments to this effect have always been 
accompanied byfoc proviso that this 
was only ‘fan interim aim ofthe 
Palestinian revolution.” 

All those who believe that the 
PLO's aims have changed attribute 
this change to political seafian, not to 
any change of heart or a sudden 
recognition of the justice of Zionism 
as foe movement of national libera- 
tion of the Jewish people. But they 
perceive a change and believe that 
Israel must “catch the wave" before 
the tide changes again. Why, one 
wonders, has the Labour Party been 
uo willing so far to scad out a trial 
balloon to test whether the PLO is 
bluffing? 

MK Darawsha. who set out to 
address the last PNC meeting in 
Amman (but never got there) could 
have been such atrial balloon. Even 
MKs Matityahu Peled and Muham- 
med Mian could have played a more 
constructive role had their self- 
appointed mission been given a 
semi-official blessing. After all. 


none of these people set off on their 
journeys to dfccuss acts of sabotage 
against Israel with- Arafat. All they 
sought was to reaffirm thefr 
beliefs that Arafat 'is ' ‘

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THE SOVIETS AND PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. - The Soviet Union is calling 
again for an international confer- 
ence to bring peace to the Middle 
East. According to their plan. Israel, 
the United States, all Israel’s Arab 
neighbours, the PLO and the Soviet 
Union would take part in such a 
conference. The Soviet blueprint for 
peace in this region is based os foe 
return of ail Arab lands conquered 
by Israel since 1967. the creation of 
an independent Palestinian state en- 
compassing East Jerusalem. :he dis- 
mantlement of all Jewish settlements 
built on Arab land and the possibility 
for all Palestinian refugees tc return 
home. 

This peace plan is presented by a 
government that is enslaving dozens 
of nations which are striving in vam 
for their independence: a govern- 
ment that is destroying thousands of 
people in an unprovoked war in 
Afghanistan. The Soviet Union is 
proposing that Israel return con- 
quered territories to the Arabs, 
when it occupied all Central Europe 
for 40 years and annexed Carpathian 


Ruthenia. Bessarabia. Bukovina. 
East Prussia. East Poland and the 
Sakhalin Islands after the war. Is it a 
privilege of powerful countries to 
occupy foreign territories forever? 

As foe Soviet Union was attacked 
by Hitler, it had some right to claim 
reparations for damages and lost 
lives. They dismantled factories, 
tore up railroad tracks in East Ger- 
many, and collected reparations 
from each country they occupied. 
Isn't Israel entitled to reparations 
from Arabs who attacked her? 


If the Soviet Union’s security re- 
quires annexation of neighbours’ 


territories, how much more does 
Israel need to annex the liberated 
Lands which were occupied by Arabs 
for centuries? 


The Soviet Union is not longing 
for peace, either in the Middle East, 
in Europe or the Far East. It wants to 
play a role and use negotiations to 
achieve its own purposes. 

As an ultimate precondition for 
peace in the Middle East, the Soviets 
are proposing that Israel permit all 


Palestinian refugees to return home 
or give some form of restitution to 
those who do not wish to return. 
What about all those political re- 
fugees. who saved their lives by 
escaping from behind the M Iron Cur- 
tain" countries? They cannot return 
home, for there is no guarantee for 
their safety’. But are they ever going 
to get compensation for the loss of 
foe property they left behind? 

Tbe people of foe Free World are 
tired of Soviet proposals for peace 
and arms control since there is no 
goodwill behind them. Let the 
Soviets give freedom and independ- 
ence to the countries they occupy 
before they urge others to accept 
their proposals.

VOA TRANSMITTER 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - 1 find it hard to sympathize 
with those who oppose the" proposed 
installation of a VOA trarsmitter in 
Israel. 

To worry that such a largely sym- 
bolic act would embitter the Soviets 
is almost as illogical as it would have 
been to worry about offending foe 
Germans 50 years ago. The Soviet 
Union is the leading purveyor of Jew 
hatred in foe world today. Soviet 
Jewish emigration has beer, virtually 
shut off. Have the Jews done any- 
thing to provoke this? And if things 
could actually get worse - if foe 
Soviets are planning pogroms, for 
example - would foe prospect of one 
less radio channel to worry about 
really deter them? 

It’s not as if the Soviets are some 
sort of vacillating acquaintance 
whom one would like to coax into 
one’s family cirde. They pursue 
their interests, wherever those may 
take them. Moscow was quite ready 
to cosy up to Nixon even while B-52s 
were plastering Hanoi, and they 
have now returned to foe arms nego- 
tiations despite (some would say 
because of) Reagan's rhetoric, the 
American military buildup and foe 
placing of U.S. missiles in Europe. 
Whether the Soviets reopen foe 
doors to emigrating Jew's will be a 
function of their internal social and 
political dynamic, foe exigencies of 


East-West relations, propaganda 
considerations, etc. In such a calcu- 
lation, Israel's actual posture toward 
the Kremlin is of secondary signifi- 
cance. although foe latter would 
doubtless find a deferential Israel 
easier to ignore. 

On the other hand. Israel has 
sought for decades to be a regional 
partner of the Americans. Strategic 
cooperation was a step toward this 
goal. Now, when confronted with 
some of foe concomitant obliga- 
tions. some people are not so sure it 
was a good idea. Perhaps they ding 
to the illusion that Israel and foe 
Jews can sit out foe East-West con- 
flict. Given the record of the Soviets 
and their satellites and allies toward 
Jews and Israel, t fear these people 
are quite wrong. Those whom Mos- 
cow would intimidate should collec- 
tively oppose her. Accepting a VOA 
transmitter is an exercise in Jewish 
self-help and a modest contribution 
to the effort.
